Since the United Slates declared war (here has been notice 


able a strong desire on -Ihe'part of many women to come'to 
(he front in unusual and striking1 ways. Some time ago it wa 


^proposed to raise a cavalry regiment of women in Boston, 
number of women have enlisted for clerical work in the navy 
and (here appears to be a widespread feeling thai womei 
should bear a prominent part in-(he war. 


It will be given lo but few women to do Ibis, but the womei 


of tiie country can be of great assistance if they will. 
The 


way in which they can do this is pointed out by the secretary 
of agriculture, what he has to say having been called out b\ 
the many inquiries he has received as to the service which 
women can render. 
The secretary points out that women 


need not leave their homes in order to be of service in this 
emergency. They do not need to abandon (heir home duties 
to'help the armed forces. .The way for them to help .clothe 
and feed the -armies, says the secretary, is to practice effective 
thrift in their own households. 
He continues: "Every ounce 


of food the housewife saves from being wasted in her home, 
all food wliich she or her children produce in the garden and 
can or preserve, every garment which care and skillful repair 
make it unnecessary lo replace—all lessen the household's 
draft on the already iiisuflicie.nl- world supply." 


This is sound doctrine. While it does not accord witli the 


"Business as usual" program it is based on sound sense," and 
if the secretary's words.are heeded the great majority of the 
women of the country will find their battlefield at home. 
There is room there for the best sort of service. 
It is a service 


that will no.l be crowned with visible glory, but it will be a 
glorious service nevertheless. 


And the same truth applies with equal force to multitudes of 


men who for various and valid reasons are unable lo go to the 
front. 
Not all the honors of this war are to be won on the 


lield of battle. The home duties of men and women are more 
pressing than words -can-tellr—Hiere is food to be.jprqdticed 
and conserved. There is waste to be stopped in practically 
every home in (lie land if (he armies and the world are lo be 
properly fed until (lie great conflict ends. 


Let it be borne in mind by all that genuine service in this 


war need not necessarily be spectacular. Quiet, patient and 
thorough attention.to home duties will'be productive of as 
beneficial results as will follow the bravest work at the front, 
and all who do their duty at home will be heroes and heroines 
in spite of the absence of papular acclaim.
